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INTRODUCTION 


A  GLANCK  at  the  Table  of  Contents  of  this  present  volume  will 
disclose  the  fact  that  the  number  of  sales  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  season  1901-1902  is  greater  than  usual,  and  that  the 
number  of  sales  described  as  "  Miscellaneous"  is  also  greater.  In 
this  latter  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  tendency  now- 
a-days  is  to  include  in  a  single  catalogue  a  large  number  of  books 
from  various  sources,  many  of  the  volumes  often  being  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  of  great  value.  This  practice  has  grown 
gradually,  and  is  in  a  measure  rendered  necessary,  from  the  cir- 
cumstance that  large  and  important  private  libraries  are  becoming 
fewer  and  fewer  as  time  goes  on.  The  great  increase  in  the  cost 
of  books  of  a  certain  coveted  kind,  which  wiU  be  observable  by  any 
one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  look  over  the  preceding  volumes 
of  Book-Prices  Current,  satisfactorily  explains  the  gradual 
disappearance  of  old  private  collections,  carrying  with  their 
possession  a  responsibility  proportionate  to  their  value.  Recently 
formed  collections,  though  they  may  be  interesting  and  important, 
are  seldom  large,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  rare  books  being 
now  much  greater  than  it  was  ;  and  so  it  frequently  happens 
that  two  or  more  libraries  of  this  kind  which  would  at  one  time, 
and  that  not  so  long  ago,  have  been  each  sufficiently  extensive  to 
have  occupied  a  day's  sale  at  least,  are  comprised  in  a  single 
catalogue  and  disposed  of,  as  it  might  be,  in  bulk.  For  the 
reason  already  mentioned  this  practice  must  necessarily  increase, 
and  at  no  distant  future  an  important  sale  which  is  not  "  mis- 
cellaneous" in  its  character  will  be  exceptional.  We  must  not 
suppose  that  these  composite  sales  are  unimportant  ;  the  very 
reverse  is  often  the  case,  as,  for  instance,  that  held  by  Messrs. 
Sotheby,  reported  at  page  498,  when  ^^i  1,828  was  realised  for  1,334 
lots  in  the  catalogue.'  Many  of  the  other  sales  in  the  Table  of 
Contents,  though  referred  to  some  particular  owner  for  purposes 
of  distinction,  were  really  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  /..?.,  the 
books  were  derived  from  many  different  sources. 

It  may  be  stated  that  good  editions  of  books  entitled  to  be 
regarded  as  English  Classics  are  still  rapidly  rising  in  value,  and 
the  competition  for  them  has  become  so  great  that  the  slightest 
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textual  difference  or  the  least  variation  in  condition  has  become 
a  reason  for  a  marked  advance  in  price,  an  advance  that  is 
not  likely  to  be  checked  in  our  time.  Books  having  coloured 
plates  have  also  increased  greatly  in  value,  though  perhaps  this 
increase  is  often  more  dependent  upon  the  decree  of  fashion  than 
upon  any  intrinsic  merit  they  may  possess.  Should  this  be  the 
case,  the  demand  for  many  works  of  this  class  will  necessarily 
have  its  day  and  then  subside. 

During  the  past  season  some  51,000  lots  of  books  have  been  sold, 
nearly  all  in  London,  and  ^163,207,  the  amount  realised,  discloses 
an  average  of  ^3  3s.  4d.  This  is  rather  less  than  the  record  for 
1 900- 1 90 1  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  total  amount  realised  is 
considerably  greater  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  Roughly 
speaking,  it  may  be  said  with  confidence  that  during  the  last 
ten  years  the  value  of  the  most  desirable  books  has  increased  by 
about  a  hundred  and  thirty  per  cent.  Some  classes  show  a  much 
greater  advance,  others  much  less,  but  the  balance  may  fairly  be 
struck  at  the  proportion  mentioned. 

The  following  analysis  will  be  found  useful  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  and  is  given  in  accordance  with  a  custom  that  has 
prevailed  for  ten  years.  Some  authorities  decry  averages  as 
proving  nothing.  I  feel  persuaded  that  they  prove  much  when 
based  on  continuous  records  : —

[The  above  three  volumes,  forming  an  unusually  complete 
copy  of  this  rare  and  valuable  work  (which  invariably  differs 
in  the  number  of  plates  it  contains),  were  uniformly  bound 
in  a  fine  contemporary  French  red  morocco,  with  rich  gilt 
borders,  blue  silk  linings  and  gilt  edges.  The  volumes  bore 
the  elaborate  coat-of-arms  of  Louis  Joachim  Potier,  due  de 
Gesvres  (1733-94),  and  had  the  "fleur-de-Hs"  stamped  in  the 
four  corners.  A  few  of  the  plates  were  slightly  soiled,  but 
on  the  whole  this  was  an  excellent  copy.  Lewine,  in  his 
"Eighteenth  Century  Art  Books,"  1898,  page  572,  values 
such  a  copy  as  this  at  from  ^250  to  ;^35o.  About  ^^300  was 
realised  in  Paris  last  year,  and  in  November,  1896,  ^315 
was  reahsed  at  Sotheby's.  {See  Book-Prices  Current, 
vol.  X.,  No.  6372.)  The  large  increase  in  price  noticeable  on 
this  occasion  was  due,  to  some  extent  at  least,  to  the  character 
of  the  binding,  which  was  contemporary,  and  to  the  fact 
that  the  book  contained  some  additional  plates.

[The  numbering  of  the  plates  is  continuous,  although  the 
two  parts  were  printed  in  different  years.  The  figures  are 
Blake's  own,  and  are  put  on  with  a  fine  brush,  not  a  pen,  in 
red.  The  colour  of  the  printing  throughout  is  a  light 
brown,  and  where  it  is  indistinct  or  blurred,  Blake  has 
worked  over  it  with  a  brush  with  the  same  colour  as  he  used 
for  numbering  the  plates.  This  peculiarity  is  noticeable  in 
all  copies  we  have  examined,  whether  printed  in  green, 
brown  or  yellow,  so  that  it  evidently  was  his  habit  to  work 
up  the  text  where  the  printing  was  not  quite  clear.  In  the 
Butts  copy  one  entire  page  is  so  treated.  A  feature  in  this 
present  copy,  and,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  it  is  in  this  parti- 
cular unique,  is  that  round  each  design  Blake  has  put  an 
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ornamental  border,  done  with  a  fine  brush.  These  borders 
do  not  exceed  in  any  instance  a  quarter  of  an  inch  in  width, 
and  are  of  the  sHghtest  description.  Some  of  the  borders 
indicate  a  draped  hanging,  others  are  entwined  branches, 
and  the  rest  are  merely  decorative.  They  are,  however, 
very  characteristic,  and  a  great  feature  in  the  decoration  of 
this  copy.  We  have  seen  in  other  copies  a  thin  line-border 
round  the  plates,  but  in  no  instance  has  there  been  any 
attempt  at  ornamentation.  This  thin  line-border  now  and 
then  occurs  here,  but  with  ornamentation  added.  This  copy 
is  one  of  those  mentioned  by  Gilchrist,  as  follows  :  "  There 
are  copies  in  which  certain  minutiae  are  finished  with  unusual 
care  and  feeling.  .  .  .  Occasionally  the  colour  is  carried 
further  down  the  page  than  the  ruled  space  ;  a  stream,  say, 
as  in  "  The  Lamb,"  is  introduced."  "  Edward  Calvert  was 
another  attached  friend  of  this  period."

1550  [This  collection  of  modern  bindings  recalls  the  sale 
which  took  place  on  December  loth  last  year  (see  BOOK- 
Prices  Current,  vol.  xv.,  p.  180),  when  a  hundred  specimens 
from  the  work-rooms  of  the  same  institutions  realised  a  total  sum 
of  ^720  IDS.  6d.  On  this  occasion  the  catalogue  contained  122 
entries,  and  the  total  amount  realised  was  ^1,293  6s.  6d.  The 
largest  sum  (^310)  was  obtained  for  a  quite  modern  manuscript  on 
vellum — "The  Office  of  the  Holy  Eucharist"— but  in  this  case  the 
60  folio  pages  that  comprised  it  were  decorated  throughout  with 
original  designs,  illuminated  in  gold  and  colours,  based  on  a  study 
of  the  work  of  the  13th  and  14th  centuries.  The  binding  was 
mediaeval  morocco,  embossed  with  a  design  specially  made  for  it 
by  the  artist  himself,  who  is  stated  to  have  been  occupied  during  a 
period  of  ten  years  in  the  execution  of  the  manuscript.  One  of  the 
finest  bindings  in  the  collection  showed  a  design  of  purple  and  blue 
pansies,  with  ornate  decorations  of  red  berries  and  leafy  scroll- 
work. It  encased  a  Japan  vellum  copy  of  Keats'  Poems,  1897,  and 
was  the  work  of  P.  A.  Savoldelli,  of  the  Hampstead  Bindery 
(^22).  A  full  report  of  this  sale  appeared  in  the  T/mes  and  the 
Morning  Post  oi  December  17th,  and  to  these  reference  must  be 
made  for  any  further  information  that  may  be  required. — Ed.]

— Sir  Walter  Besant's  library,  though  catalogued  under  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  entries,  consisted  of  a  great  many 
books,  of  useful  rather  than  marketable  interest.  These  were 
nearly  all  made  up  into  "  parcels  "  and  disposed  of  for  small  sums  ; 
but  in  any  case  are  not  reported  here,  as  the  amounts  realised 
under  such  circumstances  would  be  no  guide  to  the  value  of  indi- 
vidual works.  Some  surprise  has  been  expressed  at  the  smallness 
of  the  prices  realised  for  the  original  autograph  manuscripts  of  Sir 
Walter  Besant's  novels,  which  he  wrote  either  singly  or  in  colla- 
boration with  Mr.  Rice.  Contrary  to  what  might  have  reasonably 
been  expected,  these  brought  quite  trifling  sums.  The  following 
report  includes  all  the  books  and  manuscripts  disposed  of  at  this 
sale  which  are  of  interest  from  the  special  point  of  view  of  BOOK- 
Prices  Current.— Ed.]

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pieces  and  leaflets  bequeathed  by  Horace  Walpole  to  the  Honble. 
Mrs.  Anne  Seymour  Darner  at  his  death  in  1797.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  Lord  Orford  appointed  Mrs.  Damer  his  exe- 
cutrix, leaving  to  her  Strawberry  Hill  and  its  contents.  Subse- 
quently, through  a  relative  of  Mrs.  Damer's,  this  collection  passed 
into  the  hands  of  the  present  owner.  The  books  were  all  in  fine 
condition,  having  been  most  carefully  preserved,  and,  with  one 
exception,  in  the  original  state,  several  being  unbound — folded  or 
in  sheets.  Particular  attention  may  also  be  called  to  the  detached 
pieces  and  leaflets,  which,  owing  to  their  nature,  are  now  of  extreme 
rarity.  It  may  be  added  that  the  works  are,  unless  otherwise  stated, 
all  recorded  either  in  Baker's  Catalogue  of  18 10,  in  Lowndes,  or 
elsewhere,  as  having  been  actually  printed  at  the  Strawberry  Hill 
Press.
